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MANY seriously err in believing that New Testament water baptism is the 
corresponding equivalent to Old Testament circumcision. In fact, the New 
Testament counterpart to Old Testament circumcision is the circumcision of 
the heart. Just as every male of Old Testament Israel was required to be 
circumcised in the flesh, so every member of spiritual Israel must experience 
circumcision of the heart. So, what exactly is this circumcision of the heart? 
If it means that all the desires of the flesh are cut away from my heart in the 
new birth, who can find hope that they have been born again? No, the 
circumcision of the heart is a work of grace done by the Holy Spirit, causing 
every born-again child of God to have all their confidence in fleshly means 
cut away as any hope of their salvation. They rejoice in Christ Jesus alone 
for all their salvation and have no confidence in the flesh. [AMEN!]
